Barghoon 

Describes 

Frame-up 

WASHINGTON,  (UPI)  — Yale 
Prof.  Frederick  C.  Barghoom  said 
Tuesday  that  Soviet  police  grab- 
bed him  outside  the  Metropole 
Hotel  in  Moscow  and  rushed  him 
to  jail  after  a “youngish  man 
who  spoke  English”  thrust  a roll 
of  papers  into  his  hands. 

, BARGHOOBN  said  a roll  of 
newspapers,  shown  him  later,  con- 
tained what  looked  like  photo- 
graphs. But  he  said  he  had  no 
military  experience  and  could  not 
say  just  what  thoj:  were.  He  add- 
ed that  the  Russians  later  charg- 
ed the  documents  contained  mili- 
tary secrets. 

Me  declined  to  describe  his  ar- 
rest as  a frame-up  but  said  re- 
porters had  the  facts  and  could 
draw  their  own  conclusions. 

BARGHOORN  explained  at  a 
news  conference  that  he  did  not 
have  an  opportunity  to  look  in- 
side the  roll  of  papers  at  the  time 
they  were  thrust  into  his  hands. 
Later,  in  prison,  he  was  shown 
what  was  alleged  to  be  the  same 
papers,  wfiich  were  then  opened 
up,  to  disclose  photographs  of 
military  installations.  However, 
he  had  no  way  of  knowing  whe- 
ther this  was  the  roll  actually 
shoved  into  his  hands  just  prior 
to  his  arrest. 

Barghoorn  said  he  did  not  know 
what  prompted  the  Soviet  actions, 
but  ho  offered  several  possible 
explanations. 

THE  RROI'ESSOR,  who  talked 
to  newsmen  after  meeting  with 
State  Department  officials  for 
more  than  four  hours,  said  he 
was  a U.  S.  “intelligence  officer” 
in  Germany  in  1949-1951.  He  said 
he  interviewed  Soviet  refugees  in 
West  Germany. 

But  he  denied  he  was  on  an 
espionage  mission  in  Russia. 

BARGHOORN  told  State  De- 
partment officials  he  was  very 
tired  and  nervous  and  rather 
dreaded  the  prospect  of  meeting 
with  newsmen.  However,  he  han- 
dled himself  well  at  the  news  con- 
ference, although  he  showed  fhe 
strain  he  has  been  under  in  re- 
cent days.  His  eyes  were  slightly 
bloodshot  and  he  appeared  tired. 

State  Department  sources  said 
that  his  news  conference  presen- 
tation was  “a  very  accurate 
summary”  of  the  far  lengthier 
report  which  he  gave  to  State 
Department  officials,  includmg 
Soviet  Affairs  expert  Llewellyn 
Thompson,  in  the  course  of  the 
afternoon.

Nye  Replies  To  Harmon  Letter 


Dear  Editor: 

I was  appalled  by  the  methods 
that  Elder  Hannon  used  in  his 
letter  to  discredit  me  and  my  ar- 
ticle. He  did  not  criticize  my  ar- 
ticle. but  attacked  out  of  context 
several  of  my  viewpoints  on  the 
grounds  that  they  were  antitheti- 
cal to  Mormon  dogma.  And,  be- 
cause I was  a skeptical  Mormon 
who  posed  as  a good  Monnon 
when  I wrote  an  article  which 
criticized  the  Mormon  Negro  doc- 
trine, I am  therefore,  according 
to  Elder  Harmon,  insincere. 

First,  my  article  did  not  state 
that  I was  a good  Mormon  at  the 
time  I wrote  the  article.  From  my 
critcism  of  the  Mormon  Negro 
doctrine,  anyone  who  can  reason 
mu.st  conclude  that  I am  skepti- 
cal about  an  important  tenet  of 
Mormonism.  However,  until  mid- 


way through  my  freshman  year 
at  Brigiiam  Young  University,  I 
was  a good  Mormon.  Since  then 
I have  tecome  increasingly  skep- 
tical, and  one  of  the  first  prob- 
lems which  I was  unable  to  re- 
solve was  the  Mormon  Negro  doc- 
trine. 

It  is  the  attitude  of  people  like 
Elder  Harmon  who  condemn  the 
individual  who  questions  a dubi- 
ous doctrine  rather  than  face  the 
issue  honestly  and  fairly  that 
forces  individuals  of  integrity  to 
doubt.  Moreover,  for  Elder  Har- 
mon to  speak  out  of  context  about 
my  personal  views  which  he 
knowingly  distorts  and  to  try  to 


dishonor  a friend  of  mine  which 
has  absolutely  no  bearing  on  the 
article — all  for  the  purpose  of  des- 
troying the  validity  of  my  article 
is  an  ignomipious  betrayal  of  the 
Christian  ideal  of  charity  and 
brotherhood. 

And  for  the  Editor  of  the  Daily 
Universe  to  print  such  a letter, 
offering  the  excuse  that  “It  con- 
cerns the  recent  article  which  ap- 
peared in  Look  magazine  last 
month”  is  indicative  of  his  desire 
to  defame  an  individual  with 
whom  he  disagrees,  regardless  of 
the  methods  employed. 

I would  have  preferred  to  not 
write  this  letter,  but  the  serious- 
ness of  the  injustice  compels  me 
to  do  so.

The  author  of  the  all-time  best 
seller  on  sociology  and  holder  of 
the  Henory  Ford  II  chair  of  soci- 
ology at  Harvard  is  returning 
home.  He  came  from  a liberal 
arts  background  in  a prestige- 
filled  area  of  the  United  States 
to  a highly  religious  univereity, 
twice  as  large  as  his  own,  and 
conservative  even  in  a conserva- 
tive state. 

DR.  RIESM.AN  called  the  aud- 
ience “very  attentive  and  respon- 
sive.” This  audience  was  students 
who  crammed  four  out  of  his  five 
classes  to  overflowing,  literally 
sat  at  his  feet,  clustered  around 
doorways  and  stood  against  the 
wall.  Many  followed  him  from 
class  to  class. 

Dr.  Riesman  paid  Doran  Hun- 
ter, chairman  of  the  Academic 
Emphasis  Committee,  the  comp- 
liment of  thinking  he  was  a pro- 
fessor — his  introductory  letter 
was  so  “intelligent  and  mature.” 
He  followed  it  witli  the  wry  quip, 
“Maybe  that’s  giving  the  profes- 
sors too  much  credit  ahd  the  stu- 
dents too  little.” 

HE  IS  A MAN  of  caustic  wit 
and  no  sacred  cows  (he  called 
President  Wilkinson  “the  most 
spectacular  operator  I’ve  heard 
of”)  but  his  courtesy  with  stu- 
dent questions  was  unfailing. 

Patiently,  in  eight  question-an- 
swer periods,  he  defined  the  con- 
servative movement  in  America 
(It’s  not  conservative  but  radical 
right.  The  true  conservative 
“tries  to  preseiwe  going  con- 
ceiTis”)  and  compared  BYU’s  in- 
tellectual climate  to  non-secular 
colleges. 

COMPLIMENTED  on  his  abil 
ity  to  make  all  questions  sound 
intelligent,  he  deadpanned,  “I  like 
,to  give  students  the  benefit  of  the 
doubt.” 

Originally  trained  as  a lawyer, 
he  changed  to  his  present  field 
because  “I  read  very  slowly  and 
'i  didn’t  want  to  spend  the  rest  of 
my  life  reading  law  books.  Most 
of  them  are  wTitteh  by  idiot 
judges.”  He  characterized  most 
law  students  as  brilliant  but  nar- 
row. 

He  was  accompanied  by  his 
wife,  who  thought  BYU  had  “a 
very  alive  campus,  one  of  the. 
most  beautiful  in  the  world.” 

The  Riesman  family  is  a tal- 
ented one.  The  oldest  son  teaches 
anthropology,  the  two  daughters 
and  younger  son  are  all  actively 
engaged  in  some  branch  of  music. 
Mrs.  Ribsman  writes  fiction.  Her 
latest  is  a short  novel,  "Duet” 
still  unpublished.  “It’§  about  mar- 
riage, rather  psychological,”  she 
described. 

One  of  Dr.  Riesman’s  miner 
vices  is  Chinese  food.  “It’s  not 
filling,”  he  insisted,  adding,  “at 
least  that’s  the  excuse  I use  for 
eating  enormous  quantities.”  Re- 
cently returned  from  study  in  Ja- 
pan, he  commented  on  his  pro- 
ficiency with  chopsticks,  “I  leam- 
ed  out  of  sheer  necessity.”

Rebels  Tried 
in  Cambodia 
At  Public  Rally 

PNOM  PENH,  CAMBODIA, 
(UPI)  — Chief  of  State  Prince 
Norodom  Sihanouk  Tuesday 
staged  a public  trial  of  two  al- 
leged American-backed  rebels  be- 
fore a mammoth  puplic  rally  that 
demanded  immediate  reunciation 
of  all  U.S.  aid  by  Cambodia. 

The  Cambodian  leader  put  on 
the  show  trial  before  an  esti- 
mated 20,000  persons  in  support 
of  his  clciim  that  the  U.S.  Central 
Intelligence  Agency  was  plotting 
against  his  government  and  was 
aiding  rebel  groups  in/  exile  in 
neighboring  Southeast  Asian  na- 
tions. 

'I’lie  U.S.  State  Department 
categorically  denied  the  charges 
and  said  the  United  States  was 
■‘in  no  way  involved”  in  the  reb- 
els’ activities.  U.S.  officials  in 
Washington  said  the  Cninese 
Communists  apparently  had  tpied 
to  persuade  Sinanouk  that  tne 
recent  military  coup  in  South  Viet 
Na^  couid  be  a preview  of  things 
to  come  for  his  regime  in  Cam- 
bodia. 

Two  self-confessed  members  of 
a Cambodian  Rebel  group — ident- 
ified only  as  Preapin  and  Sang- 
sar,  the  latter  a son  of  a palace 
chauffeur — were  placed  by  the 
Prince  on  a stand  in  the  middle 
of  the  throng. 

After  public  questioning  by  the 
Prinoe  and  his  Ministers,  the 
Prince  threatened  to  turn  the 
men  over  to  the  “justice  of  the 
people.”  The  crowd  surged,  for- 
ward menacingly  and  troops  had 
to  intervene  to  prevent  the  rebels 
from  being  lynched.

MOSCOW,  (UPI)  ~ The  So- 
viet government  newspaper 
Izvestia  Tuesday  ignored  Com- 
munist China’s  sharp  new  tirade 
against  Premier  Nikita  S. 
Khrushchev.  But  the  violence  of 
the  Peking  attack  took  some 
western  observers  here  by  sur- 
prise. 

PEKING’S  LENGTHY  DE- 
NUCTATION  of  Khrushchev’s 
“surrender”  to  the  West  appear- 
ed to  spike  reports  that  had  been 
circulating 'here  that  the  Krem- 
lin and  Peking  might  make  one 
last  attempt  to  talk  over  their 
differences.  ; 

The  Soviet  press  and  radio  thus 
far  neither  had  reported  nor  com- 
mented on  the  new  Peking  attack, 
although  observers  said  it  prob- 
ably was  too  soon  for  a Kremlin 
reply  even  should  one  be  contem- 
plated. 

SOME  DIPLOIVIATS  HERE  did 
not  rule  out  the  possibility  that 
the  new  Chinese  charges  still 
might  be  the  prelude  to  Moscow- 
Peking  talks.  According  to  their 
theory,  the  Chinese  statement 
could  lend  new  urgency  to  nego- 
tiations.
